A long experi- 
ence with the difficulties and strug- 
gles that are essential in the devel- 
opment of The Hatchet and The 
Cherry-Tree leads us to present 
the following plans, which we be- 
lieve will at least cause an increase 
in.4he aiitwest in the college period- 
icals. We must apologize for the 
prominence of suggestions concern- 
ing The Hatchet, but the manage- 
ment of The Cherry-Tree are 
meeting the questions that have 
arisen in their enterprise in so 
capable a manner as to leave little 
opportunity for* improvement.

The two problems which con- 
front the editor and business man- 
ager of The Hatchet at the be- 
ginning of each year are, first, to 
secure financial support through 
subscriptions and advertisements, 
and, second, to. select a staff that 
will cover the entire University in 
a thorough manner. 

The former, necessarily, takes 
precedence and probably is the 
greatest deterrent to a successful 
school paper that confronts the 
management. With sufficient finan- 
cial support, a semi-weekly could be 
issued ; cuts and half-tones could be 
added as embellishmehts to the ap- 
pearance, and original features, 
which would greatly strengthen the 
interest aroused by the publication 
and stimulate the subscription list, 
could be attempted.

B. Otto Schreiber Wins First 
Davis Priu. 

The annual Davis Prize speaking 
contest, open only to seniors in the 
Department of Arts and Sciences, 
took place last Tuesday in Univer- 
sity Hall before a highly interested 
audience, and resulted in a victory 
for Mr. E. Otto Schreiber, who 
took as his subject, “Direct Pri- 
mary.” 

The second prize was won by Mr. 
David A. Baer, the only other con- 
testant, who discussed the live topic 
of “Woman Suffrage.” 

Three prizes are generally award- 
ed, but in the absence of other com- 
petitors, the judges, Messrs. Hen- 
ning (chairman). Croissant and 
Pe^e, divided the awards into a 
first prize of $17.50 and a second 
prize of $12.50. 

The contest was inaugurated by 
the Hon. Isaac Davis, in 1874, who 
donated $1,000, the income of which 
was to be divided among those sen- 
iors who presented and delivered 
the best orations.

Au, classes throughout the Uni- 
versity will be suspended from 4.50 
to 540, April 27, in order to give 
. the students an opportunity to vote 
upon the new honor constitution re- 
cently submitted by the President’s 
Council. This constitution has been 
published in The Hatchet of April 
7, copies of which have been placed 
in the treasurer’s office for those 
who have failed to learn its pro- 
visions. 

The importance of | the question 
to be discussed must not be under- 
estimated. Before attending the 
meeting every student should read, 
and read carefuHy, the system 
which is to become a part of the 
administration of classes, provided 
\ it is accepted. An indifferent atti- 
tude, an assent lightly given, would 
be fatal not only to the successful 
initiation, but the future application 
of the plan, which already is in 
vogue in a great number of collies, 
and which is rapidly becoming the 
universal plan of conducting exami- 
nations. 

The honor system, as outlined by 
the constitution, does not mean 


merely that each student binds him- 
self to answer his questions in ex- 
aminations without foreign assist- 
ance of any character whatsoever; 
it does not mean merely that he 
pledges himself to act squarely for 
himself alone ; but it binds him upon 
his honor to refuse any and all 
assistance to his classmate, and ex- 
acts from him a pledge to report 
whatever infraction of the rules 
may come to his attention. 

He must cast aside forever the 
schoolboy idea of honor — never to 
tell — and must hold himself ready 
to keep his classmate to the same 
high mark of honesty as he agrees 
for himself. Ample provision is 
made to prevent the abuse of the 
system, should any ever arise; the 
student committee becomes prac- 
tically a court, and the entire ad- 
ministration is left in its hands. 

^ That the system will be ratified 
throughout the University we have 
little doubt; the college man and 
woman would belie their education 
were they not ready to alssume the 
responsibility of pursuing the hon- 
orable course, regardless of what it 
involves; but it is most important 
that each individual realize that he 
is pledging his honor to support the 
system ; that he is binding himself 
by a most sacred oath to fulfil all of 
its provisions, and that a failure in 
his duty, whether it be by dishon- 
esty of himself or refusal to report 
dishonesty in others, will be as deeo 
a disgrace as lies in the power of the 
college man to commit.

the price of the subscription to 50 
cents a year without impairing his 
resources, for the cost per issue 
would be materially lessened by the 
large number printed. In addition, 
the greater advertising power se- 
cured would easily compensate for 
the loss in subscription price. 

Such a plan could be put in force 
only by the consent of a large ma- 
jority of the students; but we feel 
that the importance of the college 
paper and the vast improvement 
that could be accomplished with 
adequate means would overweigh 
whatever slight objections might be 
urged to msdong the subscription a

^ide support. Should this be 
adopted Thb Hatchet would be- 
come a permanent institution of 
George Washing^ton and the reward 
to those who secure the highest po- 
sitions assured. And that this sug- 
gestion is made in an altruistic spirit 
will be gleaned from the fact that 
the present management will have 
absolutely no financial interest in 
The Hatchet hereafter. 

To awaken interest in staff posi- 
tions could be accomplished with 
little difficulty were the financial 
future of the publicaticm asstved. 
A certain guaranteed sum could be 
provided not only for the editor-in- 
chief and the business manager, but, 
in addition, sugh men as are elected 
to editorships after a two or three 
years’ service. Such is the custom 
in othef colleges, and would be the 
case here were it possible. 


The faculty could aid in Colum- 
bian College, for instance, by allow- 
ing freshmen to undertake report- 
ing, in place of writing the themes 
now required. Each week a certain 
amount of work would be neces- 
sary. Rules could easily be pro- 
vided to avoid abuse of the privi- 
lege, and the grade of the student 
could be ascertained by the profes- 
sor through the work submitted and 
published. The co-operation of the 
faculty and the editorial staff on 
such basis would be of greatest 
assistance to The Hatchet in 
bringing the editorial work promi- 
nently. before the students, and, in 
addition, the early training thus se- 
cured would guarantee efficient 
members for the higher positions. 

The Cherry Tree. 

For the year-book we have one 
suggestion which meets with the 
approval of ’the present manage- 
ment and has been sanctioned by 
those in authority for the last few 
years. This is Ae election of the 
editor and manager by some r^gu-

larly constituted board, such as that 
which governs The Hatchet,v in 
place of the more or less haphazard 
election by the association of class 
presidents. School politics are 
bound to play a more or less impor- 
tant part in the latter system, with 
results that may be harmful to the. 
success of the book. Fortunately, 
the appointments of the class presi- 
dents during past years have always 
been of the highest .order, but the 
system is weak and may at any time 
prove disastrous. With a ooard* 
consisting of a certain number of- 


professors and students, whose sole 
duty would be the examination of 
candidites for fitness for office, a 
stability would be assured which is 
impossible of attainment at present. 
The present HatchET board, con- 
sisting of two professors and five 
students, though it is not seeking 
additional work, could be utilized to 
act as a board of student publica- 
tions to control such appointments. 
These txjsitions are far more re- 
sponsible than the usual run of col- 
lege offices and deserve the greatest 
care and conservatism of control.
